By the United States Military Service Con- 
vention Regulations, approved by the Gover- 
nor-in-Council on 20th August, 1918, MALE 
CITIZENS OF THE UNITED STATES IN 
CANADA, WITHIN THE AGES for the 
time being SPECIFIED BY THE LAWS OF

UNITED STATES CITIZENS of the 
description aforesaid who were IN CANADA 
ON 30th JULY, 1918, HAVE SIXTY DAYS 
FROM THAT DATE within which TO 
EXERCISE AN OPTION TO ENLIST or 
enroll IN THE FORCES OF THE UNITED 


3. EVERY MALE CITIZEN OF THE 
UNITED STATES WITHIN THE AGES 
for the time being SPECIFIED IN THE 
LAWS of the UNITED STATES prescribing 
compulsory military service, not including 
those who have diplomatic exemption, WITH- 


STATES, or TO RETURN to the United 
States; and THOSE WHO for any reason 
SUBSEQUENTLY BECOME LIABLE TO

PRICES FOR SUBSTITUTES 


Use of ten per cent of substitutes for 
wheat flour in bakery products, whe- 
ther they are made in the home or in 
th, bakery establishments, is now re- 
quired by law. In order to protect 
the public against exorbitant charges 


; when purchasing substitutes for wheat 


flour, the Canada Food Board has 
stated what prices should be consid- 
ered reasonable in view of the pres- 
ent wholesale prices. 

In Eastern Canada white corn flour 
costs $11.50 to $12.10 per barrel of 196 
pounds and blended corn flour from 
$10.50 to $11.10. In western Canada 
blended corn flour wholesale costs 
from $11.50 to $12.80, at Vancouver. 
In view of these wholesale prices, the 
retail price for small quantities of 
corn flour when bought by th, pound 
should not be more than 6% cents in 
Eastern Canada to 8 cents in Western 
Canada. 

Wholesale prices of rye flour range 
from $12.00 per barrel at points of 
production in Western Canada to $13.- 
00 in Eastern Canada and $13.50 in 
British Columbia. Rye flour at retail, 
in small quantities, should not, there- 
fore, cost the consumer more than 74% 
cents per pound in eastern Canada, 
and 84% cents per pound in the ex- 


; treme west. 


Barley flour, wholesale, costs from 
$9.50 at points of production in the 
west to $11.00 in eastern Canada and 
$11.50 in British Columbia. There- 
fore barley flour retail in small quan- 
tities should not cost the consumer 
more than from 6% _ cents in eastern 
Canada to 6 cents per pound in west- 
ern Canada. 

It should be understood that the 
above prices ar, not fixed and will 
vary with changes in the price of 
grain.

This 
mill will have a capacity of 75,000 
feet per day, and it will soon be turn- 
ing out lumber in considerable quan- 
tities to supply the fatmers of the 
prairies. The lumber will be sup- 
plied to agricultural users on the co- 
operative plan, and it is thought that 
farmers will be able to obtain their 


supplies at a lower price than they 
have been paying. The new plant 
coniprises saw mills, planing mills, 
lath mills, and drying kilns, and is 


one of the most up-to-date plants in 
the lumbering world.

These hectics, which were grown 
within a few miles of the city, are 
of large size and excellent flavor— 
qualities in which they compare 
very favorably with those which are 
imported from the coast in large 
quantities. 

There is no reason why farmers in 
the prairie provinces of Canada 
shoul not grow all the small fruit 
they require. They have also an ex- 
cellent market for their surplus in 
the growing cities and’ towns. 

Wild fruits grow abundantly in 
many parts of the country, and are 
used freely by people in these local- 
ities. Saskatoons, raspberries, strajv- 
berries, black currants, gooseberries, 
wild cherries, bush and low bush 
buffalo cherries, cranberries and 
blueberries furnish fruit in their 
season. ™ 

There is no doubt that with the 
further development of the country 
fruit growing will receive more at- 
tention than it has hitherto received 
from the farmers of Western Cana- 
da. Horticultural societies exist at

Canada’s 8 s Wonderful: 
Food Production 


The Results of the Conservation and 
Production Campaign 


Some striking. figures on the re- 
sults of the conservation and pro- 
duction campaign in Canada were 
made public by the director of food 
production at Saskatoon. 

As a basis, he took the average 
shipment of foodstuffs to the allies 
in the three years preceding the 
war. This average, as compared 
with the shipments in the twelve 
months ending July 1, 1918, showed 
the following increases:

How You Can 
Grow Miniature Trees 


-_ 


Cutting the Roots in a Certain Way 
Is Secret of Stunting 


Growth 
For many centuries the Japanese 
have closely guarded the secret o 


growing miniature trees. By fol- 
lowing the plant here described, 
however, almost any one can raise 
diminutive trees with little trouble, 

Get a few large, thick-skinned or- 
anges and halve them, Remove the 
pulp and cover the outside of the 
skins with thick shellac. That will 
keep the skin from shrinking. — Fill 
the skins with fine, rich soil, and 
plant therein a seed of whatever tree 
you wish to raise—or, rather, two 
or three seeds, to ensure at least 
one good specimen. Make a stand 
of some kind so that the growing 
tree can be kept in an upright posi- 
tion, and set the plants where they 
will get plenty of sun; but do not 
keep them in a room that is likely 
to become overheated. Water them 
regularly, but not too profusely. 
After a time the roots will begin to 
come through the orange peel. When 
that happens, cut the roots off flush 
with the outer surface of the orange 
pecl, but be careful not to injume the 
film of shellac. It is the cutting of 
the roots that stunts the tree. When 
the tree has reached maturity, you 
can transfer it to a more attractive 
holder, 

Conifers such as cedars, pines and 
cryptomerias can be readily stunted; 
so also can other evergreens, as ilex 
and citrus trifoliata. Some minia- 
ture cedars have been known to last 
more than 500 years. Fruit trees, 
such as the orange and the plum, 
blossom vag bese bear perteny fruit.

The Militia 
Act of Canada provides that in case of 
emergency every able bodied man 
maybe called upon to help in the de- 
fence of the country. We most em- 
phatically protest against any body 
of colonists being granted exemption 
from what is the duty of all men. The 
granting of special privileges to any 
classes of men is a principal to be de- 
plored, All citizens of a country 
should be equal so far as the law of 
the land is concernet. There should 
be no granting of special privileges 
as in the case of Ecclesiastical Law 
in Quebec. Nor should people such as 
the Doukobors or religious bodies 
such as the Mennonites be granted 
exemption from Military Service 
when in th, interests of the country 
it is deemed necessary to fight. With-

It was on July 30, four years 
ago, that Great Britain ‘made its re- 
ply to the impossible proposals of 
Germany: that England stand aside 
and let the brute have its way. In 
all England's history there is noth- 
ing clearer or cleaner than the ans- 
lint sent by Sir Edward Grey to Ber- 
in 


“His Majesty’s government cannot 
for a moment entertdin the chan- 
cellor’s proposal that they should 
bind themselves to neutrality on such 
terms. 

“What he asks 
engage to 


us is in effect to 
stand by while’ French 
colonies are taken and = France is 
beaten, so long as Germany does not 
take French territory as distinet from 
the colonies. 

“From the material point of view 
such a proposal is unacceptable, for 
France, without further territory in 
Europe being taken from her, could 
be so crushed as to lose her position 
as a great power, and become sub- 
ordinate to German policy. 

“Altogether apart from that, it 
would be a disgrace for us to make 
this bargain with Germany at the 
of France, a disgrace from 
which the good name of this country 
would never recover. 

“The chancellor also in effect asks 
us to bargain away whatever obliga- 
tion or interest we have as regards 
the neutrality of Belgium. We could 
not entertain that bargain either.”

BRITAIN’S FINANCIAL EFFORT 
IN THE WAR 


“W, have won with silver bullets 
‘before. We financed Europe in the 
greatest war we ever fought, and that 
is what won. Of course, British ten- 
acity and British courage always 
comeg in, and always will, but let us 
remember that British cash told too. 
When the others were absolutely ex- 
hausted, we were getting our second 
breath, and our third, and our fourth, 
and we shall have to spend our last 
before we are beaten.” 

These words wer, spoken by Mr. 
Lloyd George on Sept. 18th, 1914. 
After nearly four years of exhaust- 
ing war, Britain's crelit ig still un- 
impaired. Her “silver bullets” are 
| being turned out by the hundred mil- 
lion, and every one is finding its bil- 
lets. Her people are cheerfully bear- 
ing the ever-increasing strain which 
‘has been placed upon their shoulders, 
‘and will spare no effor, in blood or 
treasure till victory is assured. 

Britain's national debt has increas- 
(ed from $3,225,000,000 to $39,900,000,- 
000 and yet she is paying all—and 
much more than all—her debt charges 
out of current taxation. While the new 
taxation raiser in Germany is not 
enough to pay the interest accumulat- 
‘ed upon her war debt. 

The population of Germany is half 
as large again as that of G. B. For 
|her largest War Loan sums of one 
shilling and upwards were accepted, 
while in Britain the minimum sub- 
scription was 15, and yet the record 
number of subscribers to the German 
War Loan was 5,279,000, as against 
5,289,000 to the British Loan. 

The prices of all commodities in 
Great Britain have enormously in- 
creased, and the housewife can now 
obtain for a sovereign only half the 
amount she could purchase with the 
same sum before ihe war, and yet 
when the third British War Loan was 
issued, cash applications for war sav- 
ings certificates, made by individuals 
too poor to subscribe the minimum 
sum of 15-, to th, loan itself, amount- 
ed to $100,000,000. 

Every day Great Britain is now 
spending $34,930,000—a sum greater 
than her entire expenditur, in a fort- 
night in time of peace, and yet Her 
credit remains unshaken, tiie argosies 
of her commerce still come and go 
, across the oceans, and she is ready to 
spend her last shilling in safe gyard- 
ing the ecurity of the world,
